No. 10 / 1 /2017 - 5AH3/406 .- The following bye- laws made by the Nagar Panchayat, Mamdot in the 
district of Ferozepur under section 31 (2) sub -section (i) of the Punjab Municipal Act,1911 having been approved 
as required by sub -section 31 (2 ) of the said Act, by the Additional Chief Secretary, LocalGovernment, Punjab , 
Chandigarh are hereby published for the general information . These shall come into force with immediate 
effect . 

BYE -LAWS 
Time and place of meeting : 

1 . (a ) Ordinary or special meeting of the Nagar Panchayat shall be held on such date , hours and 
place as may be fixed by the President or in his absence by the Vice- President. Provided that when there is 
neither a President nor Vice -President, the Executive Officer may convene a meeting at time or place for the 
election of President or Vice- President but not for the transaction of any other business . 

(b ) An ordinary or special meeting of the Nagar Panchayat shall be held at least once in a month : 

Provided that the notice of not less than 48 hours shall be given for the purpose of electing officer 
bearers and that the election of officer bearers shall not even with the consent of all members , be held without 
such notice having been given . 
II . Manner in which notice shall de given : 

2.( a ) The notice of every meeting under bye - laws shall state the place , date and hours fixed for it 
and shall be signed by the President, Vice - President and Executive Officer. 

(b ) The notice shall be accompanied by a list duly attested by the Executive Officer setting for the 
business to be transacted at the meeting hereinafter called “ Agenda” . 

( c ) The agenda shall include every matter that any member may desire to put to the meeting, 
provided that a copy of motion hereon is signed by such member and by a seconder is delivered to the Executive 
Officer at the Nagar Panchayat Office at least seven clear days before the date of meeting . 
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(d ) The notice and Agenda shall be dispatched so that at least one clear day for a meeting that is 
deemed to be urgent and three clear days for any other meeting shall intervene between the date of dispatch 
and the date of the meeting ; Provided that notice of not lass than 48 hours shall be given for the purpose of 
electing officer bearers and that the election of officer bearers shall not even with consent of all member be 
held without such having been given . 

3. Notice of an adjourn meeting shall be given by the Chairman at the spot and the same shall as 
soon thereafter as possible be sent to all members of the committee, who are absent; provided that it shall be 
lawful for the President or in his absence the Vice -President to alter with due notice , on an emergency the 
place and hours of such meeting . 

4 . All cases on the Agenda of a meeting shall be made available in Executive Officer s for the 
inspection of members , immediately after the dispatch of the Agenda . 
III. Quorum : 

5 . No business shall be transacted at an ordinary or special meeting of the committee unless at 
least one third or one half the total members or members actually serving at the time are present, respectively. 

- 6 . In the absence of a quorum the Chairman shall forthwith suspend the proceedings and adjourn 
meeting. 
IV . Conduct , Proceeding and Adjournment of meeting : 

7 . Every meeting shall commence with a motion by Chairman that the minutes of the previous 
meeting be confirmed . Such minutes shall ordinarily be taken as read , but if for any reasons they have not been 
previously circulated to the members they shall be read before they are taken into consideration . Any member 
who was present at the previousmeetingmay object to the confirmation of the minutes bymoving an amendment 
on the ground that any matter is correctly recorded or expressed . 

8 . The Chairman shall decide all points of order or procedure and his decision shall be final, 
whenever he raises any member speaking shall resume his seat . The Chairman after finishing his say shall 
allow the member to finish the speech . 

9 . The itemsof the Agenda shall be dealt within their order; provided that the Chairman with the 
consent of majority of the members present may very such order or bring before the meeting any matter 
including in the Agenda . 

10 . If more than one member rise to speak at the same time, the Chairman shall namethe member 
who is to speak . 

11 . Members when speaking shall stand and address the Chairman and except on a point of order 
or personal explanation , the member speaking shall notbe interrupted by any member other than the Chairman . 

12 . No written speeches shall be delivered . 

13 . So far as is possible and consistentwith the matter under discussion , no member shall direct 
personal or objectionable remarks at any other member. For the purpose of the bye - law the ruling of the 
Chairman shall be final. 

14 . A member desiring to raise point of order or personal explanation shall rise and address the 
Chairman . The member speaking shall then give way and remain seated until the Chairman has decided the 
point raised ; provided that the Chairman may permit any member including the member called to order to speak 
on the said point. 

15 . If the member refuse to obey the ruling of the Chairman on any matter, he may adjourn it at 
once and he declares the meeting adjourned on this or any ground , the subsequent proceedings of the meeting 
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or any residue thereof shall be void and shall not appear in the minutes . 

16 . The Chairman may, after calling the attention of the meeting to the conduct of a member who 
persist in irrelevant or in tedious repetition or his own argument used by the member direct him to discontinue 
his speech . 

17 . The Chairman may name any unruly member for report to Government for consideration 
under clause (c ) of sub - section ( 1) of Section 16 of the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 . 

18 . The Chairman may direct any member whose conduct in his opinion is grossly disorderly to 
withdraw immediately from the meeting and any member so ordered to withdraw shall do so forthwith and shall 
unless recalled by the Chairman , absenthimself during the remaining the period of the meeting. The Chairman 
may cause to be summarily removed any member who disobeys and order to withdraw under these bye - laws. 

19 . Every motion or resolution read and seconded shall be deemed to be before the meeting for 
discussion . The mover shall speak first in support of the motion , then the seconded may speak or if he desires, 
he may reserve his speech to a late period of the debate . 

20 . A member may speak only an each motion , but the mover or a seconded of substantive 
meeting resolution may reply at the conclusion of the debate there , provided that the Chairman at his discretion 
may any time allow a member, who has already spoken to make a brief explanation . 

21. After a motion has been proposed and seconded any member may purpose an amendment 
thereto amendment that is not seconded , falls through . 

22. Any number of the amendments may be before themeeting at the same time, but they shall be 
put to vote in reverse order to that in which they were moved . After all the amendments have been disposed of, 
the resolution as amended shall be put to vote . 

23 . Amember,who has already spoken on a substantive motion before the meeting , is not thereby 
debarred from speaking on an amendment to the motion . Provided that in so doing he confines himself strictly 
to the fresh matter introduced by the amendment. 

24. No motion or amendment shall be withdrawn except with the consent of the meeting . 

25 . Every motion resolution or amendment voted on shall be put to the meeting both for and 
against; provided nothing in this and the following bye -laws shall per the provisions of the rules for the election 
of the president and the Vice - President in force for the time being . 

26 . Unless a poll is demanded by any member present at the meeting by the Chairman , that a 
motion , resolution or amendment has been carried or lost shall be sufficient warrant for making an entry to the 
reon in the minutes. If poll is demanded by any member present, it shall be taken by show of hands , and the 
result of such poll as declared by the Chairman shall be deemed to be the resolution of the committee , provided 

ssenting from any resolution of the committee shall be recorded in the minutes . 
27 . No decision of the committee shall be re -opened before the lapse of 6 month after it has been 
recorded except in compliance with an order of the state Government or the Deputy Commissioner or with the 
permission in writing of the President. 

28 . Any Officer of the Government or other persons not being a member of the committee may 
with the consent of the majority of the member and if the Chairman addresses the meeting. 

29 . All meetings of the Committee shall be opened to the reporters of the press and at the 
discretion of the Chairman to the public or both shall withdrawn , if at any timeto be required by the Chairman . 


eni 


30 . Except as provided in bye -law 28 , no noise or expression of approval or disapproval on the part 
of the public or reporters present shall be permitted . 
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(c ) 


31. The Chairman may cause to be summarily removed from the building in which meeting is 
being held by person notbeing a member of the committee who interrupts the business of the meeting or makes 
any noise or any expression of approval or disapproval. 

32. No member may inspect the paper relating to matter in which he or either his present or any 
of the decedents , has a direct or indirect subject to these exceptions: 
(a ) Member of sub -committee and member charged with the performance of any special duty 

may inspect the paper connected with their duties at the Executive ‘Officer s office during the 

office hours ; and 
(b) Any other member may inspect documents and registers at the E . O . s officer during, office 

hours buthe may except in the case provided for in bye -law 4 , do so only with the permission 
in writing of the President or in this absence of the Vice - President; and 
An application for permission to inspect under clause (b ) shall be in writing and state the paras 
to be inspected and the reasons for inspecting them . The President or Vice - President as may 
be, may refuse permission if the reason given in his opinion are not sufficient. 
Proviso : Nothing in this bye -law shall be deemed to deprive any person of a right to inspect 

document under an law other than the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911. 
33. A member subject to the restrictions contained in bye - laws 4 and 32 may inspect Municipal 
records in E . O . s office during office hours and no Municipal record shall be sent to any member s house 
except when these are to be submitted to him for opinion and report or execution of any work by order the 
Nagar Panchayat , President, Vice -President, or the Executive Officer. 

34 . The general public shall be entitled to inspect all Municipal record with the permission in 
writing of the Presidentor the Executive Officer except those which are marked confidential or other interlocutory 
report pending before a sub - committee or committee on payment of fee prescribed below : 
For First Hour: 

Rs. 100 
For each of the subsequent hours: Rs. 50 
| 35 . No person inspecting Municipal record shall be allowed to mark any record or to make 
copies. To use pen and ink for the making of notes , however, may be made with pencil on paper. Any person 
attempting to infringe this rule shall have inspection terminated at once . 
V . The custody of Common Seal and its use : 

36 . The common seal remain in the custody of the Executive Officer and in the absence of the 
Executive Officer in that the President or Vice - President at shall be affixed to the following documents : 

All deeds of sale or purchase and plans whether relating to moveable or immovable property 
executed by or of the committee . 

All written contracts and deeds entered into or lease given by the committee . 
( iii) All notices and permits issued by the committee President, Vice - President or the Executive 

Officer under the Punjab Municipal Act , 1911 or Rules made therein . 
All copies ofMunicipal records supplied to applicant. 
All bills and receipts for the recovery of the taxes rent other dues and cheques. 
Any other documents or class of documents on the committee or President may direct that 

common seal should be fixed . 
VI. 37 . Sub Committee : The following sub committee shall be appointed and shall be constituted as follows: 


House Tax Sub Committee - Two members 
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Member of sub committee shall be elected at a generalmeeting of the committee and shall hold office 
for two years from the date of their elections. The Executive Officer of the committee shall be ex -officio 
Secretary of all standing sub committees. The necessary quorum for each meeting of the sub committee shall 
be at least one member for house tax sub committee . 

The procedure of each sub committee , as may be, shall, be conducted in accordance with the bye-laws 
regulating the procedure of the committee .

(2 ) The whole of the Municipal Establishment shall be under his direct control subject to the orders 
of the Nagar Panchayat and the President. 

(3 ) He shall be responsible for the conduct of official correspondence with all departments under 
the control of the President and Vice President. 

(4 ) He shall be responsible that all order and resolutions of the committee duty carried out and 
shall sign notices , processes, sanctions and permits issued behalf of the committee . 

(5 ) He shall be responsible that no Municipalmoney is expended without sanction . 

(6 ) He shall disburse all money which is due from the committee to the persons concerned and 
shall be responsible that pay bills properly drawn and checked under control. 

(7 ) He shall be responsible for the entire work and proper upkeep of registers , and record of the 
office and for the punctual submission of accounts and returns . 

(8 ) He shall sign every cheque in addition to the President or Vice - President and a member. 

(9 ) He shall be responsible for prompt submission of the copy of the proceedings of a meeting to 
the Deputy Commissioner/ Deputy Director. 

( 10 ) He shall laybefore the meeting of the committee the proceeding of last meeting for confirmation . 

(11) He shall dispatch notice of meeting and agenda to the members as prescribed in these bye 
laws and whenever notice of meeting are dispatched ,he shall collect all records which relate to the agenda and 
shall keep them available for convenient inspection in his office by anymember as required by bye - laws-4 . 

(12 ) All correspondence and communications of orders between the President, Vice - President, 
Sub -committee and establishment will be done through the Executive Officer. 

(13) He shall be responsible that all Municipal dues are received and credited into the Municipal 
Fund and all money received for credit into the Municipal Fund is despised daily according to law . 

(14 ) He shall receive all money orders , insured letters and correspondence, whether registered or 
un -registered addressed to the committee except addressed to the President by name and shall himself dispose 
of all matter or ordinary routine and forward for report or disposal towards members and Sub -committee 
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matter falling within their cognizance and take the order of the President or in his absence or Vice- President in 
all other matter. 

( 15 ) He shall receive notices under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 189 of the Punjab Municipal Act, 
1911 to erect or building and shall arrange to register the name and shall take action on them as required under 
bye -laws. 

( 16 ) He shall have the powers under sections 228 of the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 to appear on 
himself of the committee in any court of law and to prosecute and take legal action on its behalf against the 
offender against the said Act and the rules and bye - lawsmade there under. 

(17 ) He is authorized whenever necessary to call for explanation from any subordinate . 
(18 ) He will be given an imprest of Rs. 1000 for the purpose of contingent expenditure . 

( 19 ) He is authorized to sanction contingent up to Rs. 7000 in any one case at a time subject to the 
budget provision . 

(20 ) He shall unless his presence be dispensed with by the President or Chairman attend every 
meeting of the committee . He shall not address the meeting but with the permission of the Chairman , he may 
explain any matter to the committee . 

(21) He shallmake daily round in the town to see its sanitation and check Municipal Works, repairs 
and also check officer- in -charge work at the barriers. 

(22 ) The Executive Officer shall exercise powers on behalf of the committee under sections 75 , 77 , 
109 (i), 110 , 122 , 173, 195A , 203 and 208 (BOTH inclusive ), 210 , 211 , 212 and 229 of the Punjab Municipal Act, 
1911 and in case of necessity he shall take suitable steps for the better performance of any work . 

(23 ) He shall receive all tenders called for or made to the committee and shall open them in the 
presence of the President or the Chairman of the meeting . 

The Executive Officer shall have the powers to warn , (b ) suspend , (c ) reinstate , (d ) stop 
increment or otherwise punish these employee or any other class of Municipal employee except provincialised 
posts . 

( 24 ) He is authorized make transfer of the octroi and conservancy establishment. 
( 25 ) All licenses shall be issued by the Executive Officer. 
(26 ) He shall grant leave with its arrangement up to . 
Leaves duties of the servant and appointment: 
(1 ) All applications for leaves shall be attested by the superior officer of the applicant. 

(2 ) Leave for any period of every employee shall be grants in accordance with the rules prescribed 
in the Civil services Rules (Punjab ). 

( 3) The limits of casual leave shall not exceed 20 days in a year but such leave must in no case 
exceed 10 days at a time. 

( 4 ) All application for leave shall be submitted in theMunicipal Office when they will after necessary 
remarks are submitted to the officer authorized to sanction the leave . 

(5 ) Every employee shall be responsible to report the Municipal Officer the date of the departure 
and return from leave through his immediate officer. 

(6 ) No employee shall proceed on leave unless his leave has been sanctioned ; in case of urgent 
necessity permission should firstbe obtained . 

(7) The Executive officermay grant any leave up to 30 days to any of the Municipal employee and 
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may make necessary arrangement in case of leave granted by him . 

(8 ) The duties of the servants of the committee not specified in the bye - laws shall be regulated by 
such officer as may from time to time issued by the committee , President or the Executive officer. 

(9 ) All appointments whether new or officiating shall be made from the list of approved candidates 
which shall be kept with the Executive officer due consideration being paid to the seniority of the candidates. 
The candidates will be overlooked except in reasonable ground which should be given in writing whetherby the 
Executive Officer or by the President. 
( 10 ) Fine may be inflicted : 

(a ) by the committee absolutely ; 
(b ) by the President on any servant up to permissible limits ; 

by the Executive Officer on any servant up to Rs. 500 
XI. Appeals : 

44 . (a ) An appealmay be preferred to the committee subject to a restriction imposed by any 
bye - laws any from the Executive orders passed by the sub - committee , President, a member or any officer of 
the committees. 

(b ) No appeal shall be considered unless it is filed within 30 days from the date of the order against 
which it is preferred or from the date of its legal service on the application and unless it is accompanied by a 
certified copy of the committee . 

(c ) On computing the period limitation prescribed for an appeal in bye- laws (b ) above, the time 
required for obtaining copy of the order shall be excluded . 

45 . The Nagar Panchayat shall have Vice - President and shall hold office for a term of one year 
except in vacancy caused by death or resignation in which he shall hold officer for un -expired period of his 
predecessor. 
XIV . Miscellaneous: 


( 1) The office of the Nagar Panchayat, Mamdot shall remain closed for the days for 
which the Deputy Commissioner s office remain closed . In addition to these holidays the office may be closed 
for local holiday with the permission of the President. 

(2 ) The committee shall follow the rules in the Civil Service Rules, Punjab, in the matter of traveling 
allowance, leave , appointment, promotions, dismissals and retirements of its officials.
